were compelled to fall back without hev- 
ing accomplished their task. 

The opening of the dikes by the Bel- 
gians near the mouth of the River Yser 
placed a formidable obstacle in the way 
of the Germans, who wete ‘compelled to 
recross the river and during this opera- 
tion suffered severely from the allies’ ar- 
tillery. 

The behavior of all the allied troops 
under the terrific strain has been wonder- 
ful. Battelions of French marines, 
formed of supermumeraries from the fleet. 
covered themselves with exceptional glory 
in the great bayonet charge along the 
coast line whith did much towards forc- 
ing the Germans to retire. 

Around La Bassee both the allies and 
the Germans have displayed indomitable 
bravery in the hand to hand fighting 
which has been going on day and night 
for two weeks, First one side and then 
the other has taken the offensive, and the 
line has swayed sometimes this way and 
sometimes that. 

The country is interspersed with thick 
hedges and ditches which make open ac- 
tions difficult, and often these obstacles 


must be overcome by the troops in the 


face of a withering fire. 


Renew Activity Near Reims. 

On the intrenched line of the Somme, 
Oise, and Aisne frequent isolated actions 
occurred today, especially near Reims. 
Both armies were so well buried in rifle 
pits and trenches, however, that no im- 
portent change in the positions was 
brought about. 

The fact that the battle is progressing 
le more easily discernible at night than 
in the day time when the smokeless pow- 
der renders the artillery and rifle fire al- 
most invisible. In the darkness, however, 
the flashes shoot out brightly and the 
roar and rattle of the cannon and machime 
guns seems louder, while the scene is 
brightened by the blaze from burning vil- 
lages and farms. 

On the Meuse the Germans have been 


unable to bring their great howitzersinto 
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effective action, owing to the hilly, wooded 
country, while the French troops, with 
their thorough knowledge of the ground, 
have been able to execute annoying 
m reuvers. 


GERMAN POINT OF VIEW. 

BERLIN, Oct. 30, via London, 6:45 p. m. 
An official statement issued by the Ger- 
man army general headquarters this 
morning says: 

Our attacks to the south of Nieuport 
and to the east of Ypres are being suc- 
cessfully continued.

In the Argonne forest our troops have 
occupied several blockhouses and points 
of support.

| AWFUL CRUELTY 
TO MEN OF CZAR 


Visits East Prussia and Tells 
of Torture and Crime In 
Recent Invasion.

KOENIGSBERG, East Prusela, Oct. 12. 
Ruin, desolation, and murder lie in ch 
wake of the Russian army that invadec 
and overran East Prussia from the begin 
ning of the war untiſ they were smasher 
by Gen. von Hinderburg in the series 01 
battles that began with Tannenburg anc 
ended with the annihilation of Gen 
3amsenoft’s army at the Masurtan lakes. 

And now the Russians are coming again 
—~coming in spite of the determined resist- 
ance of the Germans, who are not suf- 
Aciently strong in numbers to hold back 
the ever growing warme of Russians 

which no later than two days ago swung 
past the German right wing and retook 
Lyck and Goldapp. 

The inhabitants of East Prussia. espe- 
dally the southern secticn, are all fleeing 
fcom the invaders. Their earlier peri- 
pee has driven fear deep into thelr 
hearts. g 

Makes Personal Inquiry. 

To investigate the charges of barbarism 
ot atrocities that were seemingly in- 
eredible—I have made a tour of tha prov- 
ince of East Prussia. The journey from 
the start in Berlin until the return took 
me over something like 2,000 miles ana 
carried me into more than forty cities and 
villages, where I gathered at first hand 
the evidence of the manner in which 
the Russians (for the most part Cossacks) 
make war. 

Torture, murder, incendiarism, robbery, 
and attacks on women—these were five 
characteristics that marked the Cossacks 
wherever they appeared as the advance 
guards of the Russian armies in their 
so-called march on Berlin.“ 

As I had heard charges of outrages 
against troops as made in France and 
England and had been able to fing on 
the occasions little real basis for the ac- 
cusations, I entered upon the investga 
tion with a mind disposed to believe that 
the accounts were overdrawn and that 
the alleged misconduct had been. justified 
perhaps by the rules of war. But I found 
the actual conditions to be so bad, the 
play of unchecked passions so terrible, 
that the account almost defies beilef. 


German Soldiers Behave. 

And it should be said that on the other 
hand the Germans who later entered Rus- 
sia in pursuit of the fleeing armies of the 
czar were held under such an iron dis- 
cipline that not one single instance was I 
able to gather of misconduct on their part. 
Every soldier was held personably re- 
sponsible to his direct officer and they in 
turn held accountable to their superiors, 
so there could be no misbéhavior without 
an immediate reckoning. 

It may be that the charges against the 
Germans made in Belgium had a salutary 
effect, but whatever the reason, it is sim- 
ple justice to say that the soldiers in Rus- 
sia never once departed from the iron 
rules governing the military in their re- 
lations with the civilians. 

I personally saw and spoke to many la- 
habitants of Russian villagea—most of 
them Jews, but with persons of other re- 
ligions as welb—and they rejoiced in the 
coming of the Germans and were free in 
expressing the hope that they would stay. 


Army Chief Opposed Excesses. 

One other point should be brought out 
at the beginning, and that is that Gen. 
Rennenkamp, chief commander of the 
czar’s northern armies, personally op- 
posed the excesses of his troops, and 
whenever he was present himself the con- 
duct of the men was better. 

But the greater part of the atrocities 
were committed by the wild, lawless ma- 
rauders, the Cossacks, who have only 
a thin, tenuous connection with the regu- 
lar forces, and who allow themselves the 
greatest limits in their raids in advance 
of the main bodies. 

In the little old village of Santoppen, 
that once sheltered something like a 
thousand inhabitants, there were to be 
seen only a few old men and women, with 
here and there younger men who had been 
refugees and thus escaped the fury that 
swept to death every male inhabitant of 
the village between the ages of 14 and 70, 
who were there on Aug. . Twenty-one 
persons were shot by the Cossacks, two of 
them women.

Santoppen, after the massacre, was put 
to the torch, but not before the Cossacks 
had mistreated ten women. Elizabeth 
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War Nurse Nescued 
from Wrecked Ship. 


MURIEL BENINGTON 


Mies Muriel Benington, one of the four 
Red Cross nurses who was rescued from 
the. British hospital ship Rohilla, which 
wag wrecked off the port of Whitby, 
Engiand, has a brother, Harold Bening- 
ton, living at 611 Ridge avenue, Evans- 
ton. 

Mr. Benington received a cablegram 
yesterday stating that his sister was un- 
harmed. Miss Benington’s mother, Mrs. 
W. H. Benington of London, is visiting 


her son im Evanston. Mrs. Benington 
sald that a recent letter from her daugh- 
ter stated that the Rohilla started out 
for the Belgian coast with four Red Cross 
nurses and twenty-five surgeons. 

Miss Benington was graduated from the 
London hospital four years ago and at 
once entered the naval service. 

The nurses were rescued by the second 
officer, who managed to launch a life- 
boat. It is feared that the surgeons and 
a crew of eighty are lost. 


Ritte, 58 years old, was attacked in the 
presence of her husband and son, who 
afterwards were shot. 

A 90 year old etorekeeper was compelled 
te hand over what money he had, and was 
asked the whereabouts of his two grand- 
daughters.

Their covering force was Cos- 
sacks, who swept through the village of 
250 persons and gathered up thirteen men 
and boys. 


Torture, Then Shoot Prisoners. 

They drove them before them with 
knouts (the Cossack rides only with the 
whip; he uses no spurs) and at the edge 
of the village by the side of a ditch they 
broke the legs and arms of their prisone:s 
with the butts of carbines and then shot 
them. The bodies were thrown into the 
ditch and heavy stones rolled over them. 

The governmental physician reports 
that autopsies showed that two of the 
victims had been buried alive and that 
all had their eyes thrust out by lances 
and their tongues cut off. It was so. 

The story was vouched for by seven wit- 
nesses. No pretenses were made by the 
Cossacks that they had justification. The 
only remark in this connection wag cred- 
ited to an officer, who is quoted as saying 
that since the great kaiser wanted war 
he should have it in real form.“

GARRANZA HURLS 
ULTIMATUM AT 
REBEL RIVALS 


Says Villa and Zapata Must 


Relinguish Power or He 
Will Fight to Finish. 


Mexico City, Oct. 30.—The resignation 
of Gen. Venustiano Carranza as provi- 
sional president and first chief of the 
Constitutionalist army, based on the con- 
dition that Gens. Villa and Zapata retire 
to private life, was read to the peace con- 
vention at Aguas Calientes today. 

In the document Gen. Carranza ever 
expressed a willingness to leave the coun- 
try if his absence would tend toward the 
reéstablishment of peace. 

The message caused a turmoil in the 
convention hall and at one time spec- 
tators tried to intervene and break up the 
meeting. Order finally was restored and 
business proceeded. What action, ifany, 
was taken on the resignation was not 
known here this evening. 


Statement by Carranza. 

In demanding that Villa and Zapate 
retire, Gen. Carranza said: 

I wish that my retirement from power 
shall not be sterile and that I am not 
merely to relinquish the fieid te enemies 
of the revolution; to chieftains with per- 
sonal ambitions, 

“I consequently state to the conven- 
tion that I am disposed to deliver the 
command of the Constitutionalist army 
and the executive power of the nation, 
and, if necessary, to leave the country. 
only under the three following condi- 
tions: 

“ Firest—That a i preconstitutionalist 
government shall be established with the 
support of the Constitutionalist army un- 
til such time as conditions justify a full 
legal, constitutional régime. 

“ Second—That Gen. Villa shall resign, 
not his candidature to the presidency or 
vice presidency, which have never been 
offered him, but military command of the 
northern division, retiring to private life 
and leaving the republic if the convention 
should vote that it would be wise for him 
to do so. 

“ Third—That Gen. Zapata shall resign 
his command likewise, turning the same 
over to a general designated by the con- 
vention.”

A week ago Stone, on whom suspicion 
already had centered, disappeared from 
his home. He was going to Indianapolis, 
he said. He evidently sought to throw 
off his trail certain persons whom he sus- 
pected of shadowing him, for instead of 
going to Indianapolis he went to t. 
Louis. What he did not know, however, 
was that detectives were making the trip 
with him. 2 
Name; Joins Army. 

At Mattoon Stone left the train, and, go- 
ing to the recruiting office, gave his name 
as Joseph Talbert and enlisted in the 
United States army. He was sent to Jef- 
ferson barracks at St. Louls, and there 
the two fire marshals, Henry Sloan and 
C. J. Roberts, having obtained the order 
for his arrest, will take him in custody 
tomorrow and bring him back to thiecity. 

After the fire at the Champaign county 
farmhouse the charred body of Mrs. Stone 
was found iri the ruina. No traces of the 
four children, the eldest only 5 years old, 
ever have been found. 

After the fire a blood stained dress be- 
longing to Mrs. Stone was found in the 
farmhouse.

The hostile members lobbied for an 
opponent of Mrs. Trout, who will be 
nominated from the floor this mor‘ing, if 
there is a possible chance of her election. 
They tried to get a statement from the 
convention whether or not it approved of 
the congressional policy of the national 
organization, or of the Congressional 
union, ite opponent, and accused Mrs. 
Trout of favoring the union.

When the general question was asked 
if the convention could not trust its 
executive in the appointment of delegates, 
“the opposing faction shouted noes. The 
fight on Mrs. Trout was led on the floor 
by Mrs. Funk, Mra. McCormick, Mrs. 
Sherman M. Booth, Mrs. Catharine 
Waugh McCulloch, and Dr. Anna Blount. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Trout's friends,

Vote to Let Mrs. Funk Talk. 

Mrs. Trout denied the question of per- 
sonal privilege asked by Mrs. Funk, but 
some suffragists voted to let Mrs. Funk 
talk at the close of the regular program. 
The delegates also consented to break 
away from the program enough to vote an 
indorsement of a state constitutional con- 
vention. They refused to pass Mrs. Me- 
Culloch's motion that an attempt be made 
also to secure a constitutional amend- 
ment for suffrage, although Mrs. McCul- 
loch said such action meant that the con- 
vention did not put itself on record as fa- 
voring woman suffrage. | 

So far as the political situation of the 
convention Is concerned, things looked 
bright for Mrs. Trout. The nominating 
committee met in secret session and 
named Mrs. Trout to succeed herself, 
as was expected. The voting in the con- 
vention indicated she will have a majority 
when the election takes place today. 


Opposing Candidate. 

Mrs. James 8. Morriscn ie the candidate 
on whom the opponents of Mrs. Trout are 
centering their efforts. If it is found that 
there is no chance to elect her, it is not 
likely her name will be placed in nomina- 
tion, In that case Mre. Trout will be 
elected without opposition, 

Mrs. Booth gave out copies of her letter 
which was sent down the state attacking 
the administration of Mrs. Trout. The 
alleged accusation of misappropriation of 
funds, to which Miss Jennie Johneon re- 
ferred in her report, was a paragraph.

“Mrs. Trout has permitted the diver- 
sion of the fund collected for defense pur- 
poses to the general fund, as a conse- 
quence of which some of the contributors 
have seriously objected to its unauthor- 
ized expenditure.”

A letter was sent to Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw, president of the National American 
Woman Suffrage association, telling her 
that the board hed decided not to pass 
any resolution at this time. The letter 
was read to the two Illinois women on the 
national board, Miss Jane Addams and 
Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen. They said they 
did not approve of Dr. Shaw’s methods 
and that her actions on many cccasions 
had caused them embarrassment. They 
were glad that Illinois had taken a stand; 
they approved of the letter, and urged 
that it be sent at once before Dr. Shaw 
sailed for Europe. 

“Under these circumstances we were 
much surprised to have these women ask 
us to hold a massmeeting and pass the 
resolution. They said they would hire a 
hall for that purpose. ‘We did not know 
Mrs. Bowen had hired the Auditorium, 


Says Two Acquiesced. 

“Mire. McCormick and Mrs. Booth ac- 
quiesced in the action of the board in de- 
ciding not to pass a resolution. It was 
therefore astonishing to have Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick come into the office the next day 
and insist that the state president repu- 
diate the action of the board in regard 
to calling a massmeeting. This the pres- 
ident had to refuse to do. 

“The next day Dr. Shaw's letter was 

from the office. Whether lost or 
taken by some unknown person we do 
not know. This was discovered when 
the newspapers called up Mrs. Trout 
and said that a copy of Dr. Shaw’s 
letter hed been sent to them by 
Mre. McCormick. We were warned by 
friends to send our reply, as this was a 
vicious attempt to kill our procession.

Chicago U. S. Grand Jury 
Investigates Mann Act 
Case of Manufacturer.

The federal grand jury in Chicago yes- 
terday took up an investigation of charges 
of a Mann act violation against Jullus 
Heilner, president of the Princess Corset 
company of New York. 

Heilner was arrested in New York dur- 
ing the day on an extradition warrant 
ordered by District Attorney Charles F. 
Ciyne. The defendant is reputed to be 
wealthy. He is married and has one child. 
He is charged with having transported 
Miss Florence Giddens, a.16 year old girl, 
from Chicago to various cities on a two 
weeks’ pleasure jaunt.” Miss Giddens 
lives with her mother, Mrs. Ima Gago, at 
15 Eldridge place. 

Heilner was arraigned in New York be- 
fore United States Commissioner Clar- 
ence H. Houghton and held in $4,000 bonds 
for hearing next Monday. The govern- 
ment demands his removal to Chicago, 


Mother Brings Complaint. 

The girl's mother brought the case to 
the attention of District Attorney Clyne 
@ month ago. An Inquiry was made by 
special agents of the local bureau of in- 
vestigation, and Miss Giddens was made 
the complaining witness. The girl will be 
17 years old on Dec. 30, 1914. 

Evidence in the case is being prepared 
by Assistant District Attorney Michael 
L. Igoe, who is in charge of the prosecu- 
tion. Hellner, according to the govern- 
ment, met the girl early last May in front 
of Siegel, Cooper & Co.’s store and induced 
her to accompany him to a cafe. There 
he opened several cold bottles,” ac- 
cording to the girl’s story, and told her he 
was wealthy, that he owned a yacht in 
New York ,and urged her to go with him 
to that city for “ a good time.” 

She did not go with him to New York, 
but agreed to meet him upon his return to 
Chicago.

At Hellner’s invitation both women ac- 
companied him to a café and several bot- 
tles of champagne were consumed, it is 
charged. Then Heilner took both of 
them for an automobile ride. During the 
ride Hellner talked matters over with 
Miss Geddens, it is charged and made 
arrangements to take her with him ona 
trip. 

It was agreed, according to the govern- 
ment, that Miss Cates should notify Miss 
Geddens’ mother that the girl had gone 
tor a vacation to relatives of Mise Cates 
at Marinette, Wis. This was to accoum 
for the girl's absence from home. 


Visit Several Cities. 

Fletiner then took Miss Geddens with 
bim on a train and went to Louleville, 
it is After a few days at a 
Louls ville hotel he took her to Cinrinnati 
and from there to Detroit, where they 
are alleged to have lived at the Hotel 
Ponchatrain.

At Detroit, it is charged, he put her 
on a train and sent her to Marinette, Wis., 
to “make good” the story told her 
mother to account for her absence.

Chivington Says Operation ls 


Wecessary fo Restore 
Favor fo Sport. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

Those persons who believe baseball can 
be restored to popular favor by the mere 
signing of a peace compact between or- 
ganized baseball and the Federal league 
have little idea of the real situation, ac- 
cording to President Chivington of the 
American association, who returned yes- 
terday from a ten days’ vacation in the 
south to prepare for the coming meeting 
of the National assoeiation in Omaha 
next month, 

Cessation of hostilities may help a little, 
because it will hasten the day when the 
real cause of baseball’s illness can be 
eradicated, but a continuation of the war 
will not do the game such incalculable in- 
jury as many imagine because it will only 
delay the necessary operation. 


Operation Radical One. 

This operation, the American associa- 
tion magnate asserts, must be a radical 
one, nothing less than the amputation of 
the clay feet which ball players of today 
have carelessly disclosed to the public 
which for years has regarded them as 
idols. 

Sentiment must be restored to base- 
ball before prosperity will return to the 
game, said President Chivington, It 
will take a lot more than peace to do that. 
The Federal league is responsible for 
present conditions only in that it has 
supplied the means by which certain ball 
players could betray themselves to the 
patrons of the game. 


Players Money Mad. 

„Because the Federal league has made 
it possible the public has learned that a 
considerable number of the players are 
just as money mad, dollar grabbing as 
the most unpopular clubowner in the 
game ever was believed to be by the same 
public. By their actions during the last 
year the players have made themselves 
unpopular with the fans, and until that 
condition can be removed baseball can- 
not recover its old hold upon the public. 

“What possible effect could the Fed- 
eral league have on baseball in Milwau- 
kee, for instance, where a championship team 
had the field to itself? What effect could the 
outlaw body have in Philadelphia, the home 
of a three time pennant winner? The real 
reason for the falling off in baseball attendance 
is not the existence of war either in baseball 
or among the nations of the world, but the 
public’s discovery of the fact so many of the 
men whom it has worshiped as heroes were 
just ordinary mortals out for ali the cin they 
could get, and not about the way 
they got it. 

President Chivington expects to attend the 
Omaha meeting, but said he had been so com- 
pletely out of touch with the game that he war 
not in position to discuss what might transpire 
there. He had no inside information regarding 
the possible defection of the smaller leagues 
from the ranks of organized baseball. 


Thomas to Visit Omaha. 


President Thomas of the Cubs made known 
his intent to visit Omaha at the time of the 
minor league meeting for the purpose of picking 
up any playing talent in sight, rather than 
taking any part in the peace or war delibera- 
tions. The Cub executive declared that so 
far as he could see it would be to the advantage 
of the major leagues if the minors joined hands 
with the Federal league, as it would leave the 
majors à free hand to obtain players from any 
source they pleaaed. 

President Gilmore of the Federal league re- 
turned from a brief visit to French Lick, but 
imparted no information to an anxious public 
regarding the future stamping ground of Wal- 
ter Johnson, who has placed himself on the auc- 
tion block, according to all reports. Mr. Gil- 
more said he had recetved.no invitation to at- 
tend the meeting of the minors next month, but 
might, as a mere matter of personal entertain- 
ment, be within 8 cee of the roar 
which is popularly to eventuate when 
the smaller fry of organized baseball gather 
for their annual conclave. 

James Archer, the Oub will swear 
off wintering in Florida for this year at least, 
and expects to spend the chilly monthg selling 
autos in Chicago.

BULLS IN GRAIN 

Entrance of Turkey Into 
War Stimulates Free 
Buying of Wheat. 


COARSE GRAINS FIRM. 


Tho entrance of Turkey into the Buro- 
pean wer was the signal for active buying 
of wheat yesterday, traders being of the 
opinion that Russian shipments would be 
held back indefinitely as the result of the 
permanent closing of the Dardanelles. Or- 
ferings were light at the start, and there 
was a general rush to buy, which lifted 
prices sharply at the start. On the first 
bulge there was considerable profit tak- 
ing, but the offerings were absorbed 
easily and prices again rallied, closing 
de to 26062 higher. 

The export demand was fair even at 
the advance, and cash sales were 200,000 
bu by Chicago houses, including 150,000 
bu via the gulf. The demand for wheat 
from the southwest continues active, and 
shipments are expected to continue heavy 
from Galveston and New Orleans. 


Offerings Are Moderate. 

Offerings from the country generally 
were reported light. Receipts, however, 
continue heavy and primary arrivals ex- 
ceeded the 2,000,000 bu mark, and com- 
pared with 905,000 bu a year ago. Re- 
ceipte northwest were 734 cars, against 
480 cars a year ago, and Winnipeg had 
300 cars, compared to 958 cars a year ago. 
Local arrivals were 212 cars, with 385 
cars inspected yesterday. 

Liberal shipments from Chicago are ex- 
pected the next few weeks. Charters 
for 730,000 bu to Buffalo were reported 
yesterday. Cables were id up from 
Liverpool, and the foreign news gener- 
ally was favorable to holders» Political 
conditions are expected to be more in- 
volved and western Europ will have to 
supply its needs from North America. 
Indian wheat holders were reported ask- 
ing higher prices and shipments for the 
week will be moderate. 


Weekly Clearances Large. 

Clearances for the week were 7,000,000 bu. 
or 3,100,000 bu more than a year ago. Out- 
sir of this country and Canada world’s ship- 
ments will be light. Clearances for the day 
were 408,000 bu wheat and flour. Winnipeg 
reports said estimates of the Canadian north- 
west crop were being lowered, some estimates 
being as low as 84,000,000 bu. The cach de- 
mand at Winnipeg was good, foreign buyers 
taking all the offerings. 

Kansas City reporied another cleanup of the 
cash offerings, and at Minneapolis there was 
a better demand for flour, both domestic and 
export. Premiums for cash wheat at Minneap- 
olis were a little higher relatively, and cash 
wheat prices in all markets were strong. Min- 
neapolis wheat stocks increased 975,000 bu and

Money conditions in Chicago, or, rather, 
conditions at the individual banks, are 
beginning to vary, owing to the character 
of the patronage and the different fields of 
activity filled by the state and national 
institutions respectively. This irregular-
